As  reported  previously,  an  increasing  proportion 
of  time  is  being  spent  on  sewerage  and  drainage  work. 

The  development  of  private  building  sites,  where  adop¬ 
tion  of  the  sewers  by  the  Council  is  being  considered, 
means  that  more  frequent  and  regular  inspection  must  be 
made  of  the  works  in  progress.  Such  work  is  time  con¬ 
suming  and  as  a  result  the  routine  public  health  and 
housing  inspection  duties  are  having  to  be  neglected  to 
a  large  extent.  There  appears  to  be  no  sign  of  any 
reduction  in  private  building  and  as  new  sewerage  schemes 
mature  it  is  even  likely'"  to  increase. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  no  action  had  been  taken  to 
remedy  this  unsatisfactory  situation. 


\UTm  SUPPLY 


The  ''essex  ;.^ater  Board  took  over  management  of  the 
public  water  supplies  in  the  district  on  the  1st  October. 
Routine  sampling  of  these  supplies,  however,  still 
remains  a  statutory  public  health  duty  of  the  local 
authority  and  there  is  no  reduction  in  your  officers’ 
responsibility  in  this  regard.  It  is  regretted  that 
the  number  of  samples  taken  during  the  year  is  less  than 
previously  but  this  is  oust  one  more  indication  of  the 
serious  staffing  problem. 

Water  supply  in  the  district  has  remained  adequate 
in  quantity  and  for  the  most  part,  quality.  One  small 
private  supply  to  a  small  area  in  the  district  has  given 
unsatisfactory  bacteriological  results.

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DRAINAGE  AND  SFiVERAGE 


Bradford  Abbas  Development  has  continued  in  this 
village  and  when  all  the  projected  houses  are  occupied 
the  population  being  served  by  the  sewerage  scheme  is 
likely  to  exceed  the  designed  capacity  of  the  disposal 
works.  Careful,  regular  maintenance  can  probably  con¬ 
tinue  to  secure  an  effluent  acceptable  to  the  River  Board 
but  strict  supervision  and  regular  sampling  will  be  necess 
ary.  Nevertheless  there  is  little  doubt  that  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  this  disposal  works  will  eventually  be  required. 
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Yetminster  Another  year  has  passed  v\rith  no  visible 
progress  on  this  scheme  due  it  is  understood,  to  press¬ 
ure  of  work  upon  your  Consultant  Engineers,  This  long 
period  between  the  Council’s  decision  to  proceed  and  the 
actual  commencement  of  works  emphasises  the  need  for 
early  planning  of  future  schemes, 

Oborne  No  improvement  has  been  found  possible  in 
the  unsatisfactory  drainage  of  your  twelve  Council  houses 
in  this  village.  As  has  been  noted  in  previous  reports 
the  difficulty  lies  in  the  acquisition  of  land  at  a  suff¬ 
icient  distance  from  the  houses  to  avoid  nuisance.  Your 
officers  are  looking  into  new  developments  in  the  field 
of  ’package’  disposal  plants  which  it  is  claimed  can  be 
operated  without  offence  on  restricted  sites.  It  may  be 
that  here  will  be  found  a  solution  to  this  long  standing 
problem, 

Thornford,  Alweston  &  Trent  There  has  been  a  sat¬ 
isfactory  increase  in  the  number  of  existing  properties 
connected  to  these  village  sewers,  especially  by  estate 
owners. 

General  \?here  sewers  are  available  one  is  beginn¬ 
ing  to  see  a  general  improvement  in  the  standard  of 
housing  in  those  fortunate  villages. 

Private  development  is  increasing  in  the 
district  and  in  areas  without  public  sewers  septic  tank 
drainage  is  the  only  practical  solution.  These  appli¬ 
ances  at  best  are  a  poor  substitute  for  main  drainage  and 
if  not  carefully  maintained  can  give  rise  to  serious 
nuisance.  Regular  inspection  and  attention  is  vital 
if  nuisance  is  to  be  avoided  but  more  often  than  not 
these  tanks  are  completely  neglected  until  trouble  occurs. 


PUBLIC  CLEANS HTG 


House  Refuse  Collection  The  monthly  collection  of 
domestic  refuse  has  been  maintained  but  disposal  at  the 
Thornford  site  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult.  Neg¬ 
otiations  were  begun,  in  co-operation  with  the  Urban  Dis¬ 
trict  Council,  towards  the  acquisition  of  a  new  site  to  be 
used  jointly  by  the  two  authorities  and  these  were  proc¬ 
eeding  at  the  end  of  the  year.  It  is  likely  to  be  some 
time  before  such  a  site  can  be  brought  into  use  and  your 
officers  are  endeavouring  to  make  other  temporary  arrange¬ 
ments. 

Salvage  Scheme  Salvage  was  sold  during  the  year  to 
a  value  of  £30,3s,4d.  A  slight  increase  over  the  previous 
year.  Some  waste  paper  was  sold,  unbaled,  but  the  income 
for  this  was  off-set  by  a  number  of  breakings  in  and  theft 
of  metal  from  your  Thornford  store. 

Cesspool  Emptying  The  contract  for  this  v/ork  at  the 
Council' s  housing  sites  has  continued  and  is  operating 
satisfactorily. 
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RIVERS  AIID  STREAMS  POLLUTION 


As  anticipated  in  last  year’s  report  your  inspector 
had  to  devote  a  good  deal  of  time  to  complying  with  the 
immediate  conditions  of  the  Rivers  (Prevention  of  Poll¬ 
ution)  Act,  1961* 

Applications  were  made  for  consent  in  respect  of  all 
your  sites  making  discharge  to  streams  and  a  full  inves¬ 
tigation  was  carried  out  in  company  with  the  Rivers  Board 
Inspectors. 

The  report  from  the  Board  is  awaited  and  it  is  expec' 
ted  that  whilst  consents  will  be  granted  for  a  limited 
period  conditions  will  be  laid  down  for  an  early  improve¬ 
ment  to  many  of  your  disposal  plants  particularly  on  the 
smaller  housing  sites. 

The  Board's  investigations  will,  of  course,  extend 
to  private  properties  as  well  and  where  offending  dis¬ 
charges  are  found  the  Public  Health  department  will  be 
involved  in  securing  the  abatement  of  nuisance.

Some  of  these  unfit  houses  are  slov/ly  being  ren¬ 
dered  fit.  It  is  in  respect  to  such  property,  largely, 
that  discretionary  impr oveiiient  grants  are  sought.

Thirty  three  applications  (compared  with  thirty 
four  in  1962)  were  received  during  the  year  for  dis¬ 
cretionary  grants  under  the  above-mentioned  Act,  twelve 
applications  were  received  in  respect  to  standard 
grants  compared  with  eighteen  during  the  preceding  year. 
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The  provision  of  standard  grants  is  undoubtedly  a 
most  valuable  step  towards  making  properties  lacking 
basic  amenities  more  habitable  and  it  is  only  regretted 
that  an  increasing  number  of  such  grants  are  not  sought, 
particularly  in  respect  to  rented  property. 


Provision  of  Nev;  Houses  and  Re-Housing 


Eighty  three  new  houses  v/ere  built  in  the  district 
by  private  enterprise  (compared  with  sixty  four  in  1962) 
and  four  by  the  District  Council, 

Although  during  the  year  the  Council  only  built 
four  new  houses  (old  people’s  bungalows)  it  is  satis¬ 
factory  to  note  that  the  Council  has  now  adopted  a 
policy  of  renewed  unrestricted  building  both  for  old 
peoples  dwellings  as  well  as  for  general  purpose  needs. 

The  Council  house  waiting  list  still  reflects  a 
present  shortage  of  houses  to  let  in  the  district  and 
any  action  to  ameliorate  the  conditions  under  which 
some  of  these  applicants  are  living  is  welcomed. 

One  hundred  and  eleven  applicants  were  on  the 
Council  house  waiting  list  at  the  end  of  the  year,  of 
which  eighty  three  were  resident  in  the  district, 
compared  with  seventy  four  and  twenty  one  respectively, 
at  the  end  of  1962, 

Twenty  six  applicants  were  re-housed  by  the  Council 
during  the  year.
